Please cancel Claims 1 to 2, without prejudice or disclaimer of 
the subject matter thereof, and amend the claims 3 and 4 as following. 

The amendment of the claim 3 is based on the suggestions on the 
office action and the new claim 4 adds the features in the original 
claim 2 to the claim 3. The claim 3 is identical to the former one, 
only the marking of correction is changed from double strikethrough 
lines to the single strikethrough line. And add the underlines to the 
added portion of claim 3 as required. No new matter is added. 
Thus it is assured that no new matter is added in this amendment. 

Because the amended claim 3, and new claim 4 are different 
from the original claims 1-3, so the applicant only writes the claims 
based on the original claims. The claim 4 is new claim, and the claim
